A utility easement - the south 15 feet of Lot %2 and the 
east 15 feet of Lot 43 in Herman Young Homestead 
Addition. 


Dale Bloom, attorney for NBD Bank appeared before the Commission. 
Mr. Bloom stated that NBD Bank is the property owner of Lots 2, 3, 
4 and 5 in this subdivision. He stated that Lot 1 is owned by a 
division of Super Valu Stores, which is part of Scotts. Не stated 
that the utility easement that they are asking to vacate is a 15 
foot easement that crosses Lots 3, 4 6 5 and the base of Lot 2. He 
stated that the property was acquired by NBD Bank over a year ago. 
He stated that the current zoning on the property is B-4. He 
stated that the current restrictive covenants against this 
particular lot call for residential usage. He stated that he has 
filed a petition to vacate and set aside the existing. restrictive 
covenants and the division of Super Valu Stores have concurred with 
that request. Не stated that the petition to vacate the covenants 
Will be heard on June 27, 1994 by the Plan Commission. He stated 
that to the best of his knowledge there are no utility improvements 
Within the area. He stated that they wish to vacate the easement 
because they wish to sell this property for commercial usage and 
with the easement in place it makes it very difficult, if not 
impossible, to utilize this property. 


Mel Smith questioned where the access would be for this property. 


Mr. Bloom stated that he is not aware that has been planned. He 
Stated that NBD Bank has a potential purchaser for the property. 
He stated that any potential purchaser would have to comply with 
the access requirements for the property. 


Dave Ross questioned if there were any known utilities in the 
easement. 


Mr. Bloom stated that he was of the understanding that this area 
has gone undeveloped and no utilities have been put in the 
easement. 


Mel Smith questioned if there are any utilities in the easement are 
they willing to comply with any relocation that could be needed. 


Mr. Bloom stated that either they would or it vould be disclosed to 
the potential purchaser that they would be liable to do so. 


Scott Henderson, stated that he lived approximately 100 feet from 
the site. He stated that he opposed any commercial development of 
this property. 


In rebuttal, Mr. Bloom stated that the surrounding area is 
commercial. He stated that Lot 1 is currently used by Super valu 
stores for commercial use and technically is in violation of the 
Restrictive Covenants. He stated that they are not asking to 
rezone the property, it is currently zoned B-4, which is a 


commercial zoning.

Planning Staff Discussion: 


This is а 15 foot utility easement that runs north and east from 
Fernwood Avenue through the Herman Young Homestead Addition off 
of North Clinton Street. This easement was platted in the late 
fifties. At that time the developer apparently envisioned this 
subdivision as being residential. Since that time development in 
the area has become substantially commercial. In fact, the land 
within the plat is currently zoned B-4. The petitioner is the 
title owner to the abutting lots, and wants to sell the ground 
for commercial development. 


utilities ceing iocated in the easement. They are also filing to 
abolish the restrictive covenants that were part of the original 
plat, thereby opening the way for commercial development. 


The vacation will not impact growth or property values in any 
negative ways. Approval will most likely result in new 
development of the area, increasing property values. 


Staff would suggest approval of the petition, contingent upon 
providing for any utilities as needed as per state law.

Recommendation: Conditional Approval, contingent upon the 
petitioners providing for utility easements or relocations as 
needed, and for the following reasons: 


1) Approval will not have a negative effect on property values, 
nor will it hinder growth or development. 


2) Conditions in the area have apparently changed since the plat 
was recorded, negating the purpose of the easement for 
residential use. 


3) Approval would potentially allow for development that is more 
in keeping with the scope and scale of commercial uses in the 
area.
